The Grand Lodge of North Carolina met in the Masonic 
Hall on this Evening, at 7 o’clock, and was opened in ample 
form by the Most Worshipful Grand Master, after prayer by 
the Rev. Bro. James Reid, Grand Chaplain.

The Grand Master submitted his annual communication, which 
was read, and on motion of the Grand Secretary, it was disposed 
of in the usual manner. 
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Brethren : — If I were to attempt to conceal the emotions that 
arise within me to-night it would be affectation for which I could 
offer no adequate excuse. Nor will I burthen you by transcen- 
ding the dictates of common propriety and good taste with any 
detail of my unfitness for the arduous and responsible station 
in which your partiality has placed me. 

I feel that it is but a poor requital on my part to assure yon 
that I am grateful for the honor conferred on me, for I can re- 
gard it in no other light than as an honor to fill an office once 
filled by such illustrious eraftsmen as our Caswells, our Davies,, 
our Taylors and a host of others, whose names I might mention 
with the most profound respect. It is indicative of regard, free- 
ly and voluntarily offered by the great Masonic Family of North 
Carolina to which, I trust, I never shall feel insensible. 

We should individually and collectively offer up our praises 
to-night to Him who rules and governs us all, for all the mercies 
and blessings we have enjoyed during another year, and especi- 
ally for that guardian care which has brought us to another 
Grand Lodge communication. 

I humbly trust (and I should be pained to think any thing 
else) each one came to the temple to-night deeply imbued with 
the spirit of brotherly love to aid and assist in the great work 
before us. 

Let Truth, Relief and Brotherly Love be our motto, and fu- 
ture generations will not look on this Grand Communication as 
a blank in the history of our Order. Let each of us wisely con- 
sider and prudently discuss whatever may be deemed essential 
to the prosperity of our cause and the good government or our 
Institution, and we will return to our homes and our kindred 
with the proud , satisfaction of knowing that the work committed 
to our care has been happily completed without a single discor- 
dant sound. What a salutary influence would such an example 
have on those who are technically our subordinates ! 

In calling your attention to some of the various duties that 
will necessarily claim a portion of your time and attention, one 
of melancholy interest meets us at the very threshhold of our 
deliberations. 

Since we last met in Grand Lodge, it has pleased Him who 
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commands and whom all must obey, to remove from amongst us 
-a much beloved Past Grand Master* The Hon. Robert Strange 
is no more. He who presided here with so much honor to him- 
self and prefit to you, will never again summons the craft from 
refreshment to labor. His work is ended, and he has been sum- 
moned to labor, with his brethren who had preceded him, thro’ 
the dark Valley and shadow of death, in the Great Grand Lodge 
sabove. We grieve for his loss, and heartily sympathise with an 
^afflicted family. In the various stations of life, fraternal as 
Well as civil, which he was called on to fill he has left a name 
nnd a refutation that any aanoi^gst us might fee proud to emu- 
late. 

The past year hfcs been one cn which we may look In after 
life without reproach. It has been a good year, amd much has 
been accomplished for the good of Masonry. The initiations — 
the materials brought up for a place in this great moral fabric, 
never were better. Men of a high, grade of moral worth are the 
living specimens of cur labours. 

Dispensations may not have been as freely granted during 
tfchis, as in seme of %he preceding years* But this furnishes mo 
Evidence df any ^fleelfee m 'Our order. Fewer places re- 
mained tb be supplied With W Jiodge^, ^snS. and these -are ML 
Ing Up as fast -as the interests tfe fraternity require. — 
Recollecting there ane ninety working lodges Sa Ike State, 
and only ®ighty-two *eo®ties, many of which *&re bat sparsely 
Inhabited, we can alt <€mce perceive a sufficient cause for a di- 
minution in the ®UMber of applications for new lodges. But 
^brethren, ttbere is no sufficient grounds of regret in this our, 
^tre^gth wnsists not in numbers, but in the pure, the elevated 
character of those whom we receive. Who would not rather see 
^ne good man, one whose moral worth is felt an# acknowledged 
in the community in which he lives, inducted into our society, 
than to see seven bad ones, or even seven whose characters are 
not above reproach, form a new lodge ? Times of Masonic po- 
pularity are dangerous times and her avenues to the inner ehaur* 
ber should be guarded with unfaltering diligent J?ene hut 
“ the pure in heart should enter there* 51 * Masonry ha£ received 
more injury in times of her (so called) prosperity, by four fold, 
than she ever did in the darkest hour§ she has eyer had to pass. 
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In the discharge of my official duties in regard to the Dispens- 
ing power I have endeavored to act as cautiously as a due re- 
gard for the rights of others would allow# In some instances I 
have differed with well informed brethren as to the meaning of 
“ moral character’ ’ in our code. I can affix to it no meaning 
when used Masonically separate and apart from its general ac- 
ceptation. Certain am I that in our phraseology it is taken in 
as comprehensive a sense as it is in any other association under 
the sun. Obey the moral law is the stern command of that rit- 
ual, handed down, through successive generations, from our il- 
lustrious founder, from whom nothing less could have been ex- 
pected. 

I have unwaveringly adhered to this test in empowering Ma- 
sons to work and conduct the affairs of a lodge under my sanc- 
tion. But while I have been disinclined to relax, or in the 
smallest degree lose sight of this great beacon light, established 
by the patriarchs of our order, I have as perseveringly tried to 
prevent the introduction of others. Such, for instance, as the 
so called moral questions now so extensively agitating the pub- 
lic mind, and have allowed no declaration for or against them 
to be used as passports to our favor. Inexperienced brethren 
in their zeal to do good are apt to require a little more than is 
required by universally acknowledged Masonic law. It has 
sometimes been a pleasant duty to take such erring brother back 
to first principles and shew him, that in most of these things, 
for more than three thousand years we have stood on a platform 
as elevated in the scale of morality as any of modern date. 

It is the beautiful system of MORALITY, taught in our 
own peculiar allegorical language that has given to Masonry all 
her charms. Divest her of this life-giving principle and her gi- 
gantic form, her beautiful proportions would soon crumble to 
dust, and a world witness the dying throes of an Institution 
whose motto has ever been peace on earth, good will to man. 

Dispensations have been issued since our adjournment for tho 
formation of new lodges at Reims Creek in Buncombe co., at Mt. 
Airy, Surry co., at Yadkin ville, Yadkin co., at Mudlick, Chat- 
ham co., at Beaumont, Chatham co., at Hadleys Mills, Chat- 
ham co., at Buffaloe Ford, Randolph co., at Creechville, John-* 
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ston co., at Beatty’s Bridge, Bladen co., at Winton, Forsythe 
co., at Patterson’s Store, Alamance co., at Shallow Ford, 
Alamance co. 

These lodges were regularly organised and set to work under 
the instruction of competent brethren, and will doubtless apply 
to the Grand Lodge for charters. Applicants for Dispensations 
should understand the law in such cases. Much trouble and loss 
of time might be saved by properly understanding what is requi- 
red of them: there must be “ at least seven Worthy Master Ma- 
sons, known and recommended by a lodge nearest their resi- 
dence.” It is not sufficient that they should be Master Masons 
only, but they must be “ Worthy Master Masons.” This fact 
must be undeniable or the lodge recommending is guilty of infi- 
delity to the constitution, and of fraud upon the craft. The 
Constitution says they must know them. How know them ? — 
Know them to be Worthy Master Masons. What, it may be 
enquired, constitutes a Worthy Master Mason? The answer to 
this enquiry merits our serious attention, and comprehends all 
that is contained in that solemn injunction, preserve the reputa- 
tion of the fraternity unsullied. 

Petitioners frequently conclude the recommendation of a lodge 
is all that is required. This is unquestionably a mistake, the 
same wisdom, the same prudence, that requires a candidate for 
the misteries of Freemasonry to obtain admittance into the near- 
est lodge, requires petitioners to obtain the recommendation of 
the nearest lodge to them. The reason is obvious, too obvious 
to need explanation. 

Pee Dee Lodge, No. 150, chartered at our last communica- 
tion in Albemarle, Stanly county, has been removed by Dispen- 
sation to Norwood’s Store, in the same County. It was urg- 
ed by the brethren there as essential to her perpetuity that the 
removal should take place. The object was duly effected, and 
it is hoped her future usefulness may never meet with a disturb- 
ing cause. 

It is much to be regretted that a regulation of the Grand 
Lodge requiring subordinate lodges in their annual returns to 
state the time of their regular communications has hitherto been 
so little regarded. Only about one third of the lodges in their 
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last returns complied with this request. The additional labor 
imposed by this regulation of the Grand Lodge, on secretaries 
of subordinate lodges is very inconsiderable. While to officers 
of the Grand Lodge, as well as to brethren visiting distant por- 
tions of the State, it might prove to be of material advantage. 
It is hoped, if there should beany returns to this communication 
that are defective in this particular, brethren representing such 
lodge will amend the returns. 

Another practice in making out returns prevails to some ex- 
tent that needs correction. I allude to the custom of some lod- 
ges of making out their list of officers, and thed enrolling them 
in frequent instances to be counted twice, and thereby leading 
to errors in our computations. 

Another subject connected with my official duties and one that 
caused no little embarrassment, is that of the three G. Lectur- 
ers provided for at our last annual communication. The Grand 
Master was required first to appoint two, one for the Eastern 
and one for the Western portion of the State. Subsequently a 
third was provided for, who was allowed to visit such lodges in 
any portion of the State as might solicit his instruction. The 
first appointment was given to bro. Cherry, the second to bro. 
Blackmer and the third to bro. Dunkley. The two first named 
brethren resigned soon after the adjournment of the Grand 
Lodge. Feeling desirous of carrying out the wishes of your body, 
a protracted correspondence was kept up for months with 
well informed brethren in both sections of the State, with a view 
to fill the vacancies, which I was unable to do, and finally after 
much labor and anxiety, had to abandon it altogether. 

Bro. Dunkley has supplied a goodly number of lodges and 
presents a flattering account of the order wherever he has been. 
His report is contained in the accompanying documents. 

It is hoped the Grand Lodge will revise her policy in regard 
to this appointment. Every well informed Mason in the State 
with whom I have had any interchange of opinion concurs in the 
belief that one Lecturer who devotes his time to the work, will not 
probably receive, in any one year, more calls than he could at 
tend. Any thing short of employment enough to engage his 
whole attention and occupy all his time, is not likely to induce- 
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competent men to engage in the undertaking* In a majority of 
instances the Grand Master derives all the knowledge he may 
have of the qualifications of individuals for the office of Grand 
Lecturer from the members of the Grand Lodge, and it is believ- 
ed the appointment might be better and more satisfactorily made 
immediately by that body. 

It is believed a portion of the time of the Grand Lodge might be 
profitably employed in revising our Constitution and By-Laws. 
The former was adopted at a period in our history when self go- 
vernment was less understood, and in the spirit of all society of 
the day too much was given into the hands of the few* Under 
this view of the subject fewer specifications and checks to pow- 
er were necessary than now. It is thought it might be made to 
harmonize more with the genius of American society, and not at 
all impair, but rather enhance its value as a Masonic document. 
If this position is true it surely ought to claim a portion of your 
attention at an early period in your deliberations. 

Our By-Laws need that kind of emendation, at least, that 
may be necessary to engraft some essential regulations passed 
since their adoption into the general code. A careful and pru- 
dent analysis will doubtless point out others. 

Another subject of vital importance to us will also receive 
your calm and undivided attention. St. John’s College has, as 
many of you are aware, had a place for fourteen or fifteen years 
in every annual address, and more than as many special reports 
and yet we have made but little progress in this important en* 
terprise ; are still in full view of the starting point ; having ac- 
complished nothing in the great educational purposes in which 
we profess to' be engaged. Several Masonic Colleges, since we 
began to write and to talk about ours, have been projected, and 
completed, and are now on the flood tide to prosperity, bearing 
an enviable part in the glorious improvement of man’s civiliza- 
tion. Brethren, we must now move forward, or public confi- 
dence will be lost to our scheme. Will you now decide for, or 
against the College ? Upon your action at this Communication, 
in my opinion, depends its fate. One of two things must be 
done. We must either advance, must do something more tan- 
gible, more like working men, or this project now so long en- 
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deared to us all, will receive a shock from which it will be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to recover. Brethren, an inquiry of serious 
import presents itself to our contemplation here. Are the poor, 
the destitute orphans amongst us to he abandoned? Are they 
to be given up to ignorance, superstition and crime, or will we 
fulfil our oft repeated engagements, and elevate them from the 
common haunts of vice and degradation to useful and honorable 
positions in society ? Depend on it, if we adjourn without do- 
ing more than has ever been done, without convincing a despair- 
ing public that we are in earnest, many a promising boy, ma- 
ny a widowed mother will turn from our too frequently repeat- 
ed professions of charity, with aching and desponding hearts. 

Entertaining, as I sincerely do, the belief that a failure this 
winter to authorize the opening of our school will, in a very 
great degree, prove disastrous to our prospects, I earnestly 
recommend to your attentive consideration the propriety of 
commencing our school on some plan ; such an one as after ma- 
ture reflection you may think most advisable. We have a suit- 
able lot, sufficiently improved to commence and carry on a school 
of very high grade, and a number of educated men ready to en- 
gage in the work of teaching and rearing up a school on the ve- 
ry grounds hereafter to be occupied by St. John's College. 

Finding ourselves unable to enter the lists of literary institu- 
tions adorned with all the paraphernalia of the oldest and best 
Colleges in the land is no disparagement to our undertaking. 
We may commence agreeably to our means and increase as they 
increase. Nor can I perceive anything in a course like this to 
mar or hinder in the slightest degree any future prospects of an 
institution intended to rank with the foremost in the land. On 
the contrary there is much to foster and keep alive that spirit 
that may ultimately lead to the most extended usefulness. 

It is a matter much to be regretted that our order in the State 
of New York is still disturbed, and I might add, almost destroy- 
ed by those internal feuds and dissensions about which we have 
already said and written so much. So much indeed has been 
written and said by the officers and other appropriate agents, 
not only of this but of almost every other Grand Lodge in the 
United States, and with so little encouragement, that I am at a 
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loss for anything to recommend on a subject in which we are 
all vitally concerned. One thing, however, I am satisfied of, 
and that is, that the Grand Lodge will pursue such course in re-\ 
lation to the unpleasant controversy as its importance demands 
at their hands. 

Another subject of vast importance to the fraternity in North 
Carolina, might, I am sure, claim, with great propriety, a por- 
tion of your time and attention during our present deliberations. 
No history of our order in -the State is any where to be found. 
It is a subject on which the pen of a gifted historian might be 
employed with honor to himself and profit to the craft. There 
are many things connected with our institution since its organi- 
zation that would prove interesting to us who are but feebly il- 
luminated in our attempts to pursue the dubious paths of our 
own past history. Even the records of the Grand Lodge are 
imperfect, and the time for their restoration is fast ebbing away. 
Most if not all these by proper diligence might be rescued from 
total loss and safely deposited in the archives of the Lodge. 

In bringing this address to a close I can but regret my inabil- 
ity to have visited a greater number of lodges than it has been 
in my power to do. It was my intention when I was elected to 
have devoted a portion of the Spring and Fall to visiting and 
communing with my brethren in their respective lodges, but cir- 
cumstances over which I had no control, have prevented it. A 
violent epidemic broke out in our region of country early in the 
Spring, and continued in the Fall until it was too late to commence 
the work. Those lodges, however, which I have had the plea- 
sure of visiting, I found prosperous, working well and increas- 
ing in numbers. 

We have been officially advised of the melancholy bereave- 
ment of our sister Grand Lodge of Virginia in the death of her 
Grand Master, Edmund Pendleton Hunter, who was an intelli- 
gent Mason, and in the language of the D. G. Master, was beloved 
by all who knew him, and those who knew him best loved him 
most. 

The relations I have sustained this year have been pleasant to 
me; I hope it has not been otherwise to you. If I have done 
anything wrong, and I doubtless have, that error has been an 
error of the head, not the work of the heart. 
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During the year I have been gratified beyond any power of 
mine to express, at the orderly moral deportment of oUr frater- 
nity: while I have read addresses and reports from other juris* 
dictions of the arrest of charters, &c., on account of the immor- 
al conduct of members, it has been a pleasing reflection to know 
that no such necessity has existed in the jurisdiction over which 
it has been my good fortune to preside. 

Finally, brethren, let each of us endeavor to preserve unsul- 
lied our own reputations, and the reputation of the order, that 
we may be prepared, when summoned by the Great Grand Mas- 
ter above, to enter on that endless Work prepared for us all.

Raleigh, Dec. 4th, 1854. 

To the M. W. Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

In conformity with a standing Resolution, I now respectfully

Bro. William K. Blake, from the committee on the Grand 
Master’s Communication, made the following report, which was 
adopted : 
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To the Worshipful Grrand Lodge of North Carolina : ^ 

Your committee, to whom was referred the address of the 
Grand Master and the several subjects therein embraced, have 
attended to the duties assigned them, and respectfully report : 

It is with much of pleasure and pride that your committee 
learn from the address under consideration, the healthful and 
prosperous, condition of Masonry within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Lodge ; and while they gratefully acknowledge the faith- 
ful oversight exercised by our esteemed Grand Master, during 
the past Masonic year, they most cordially endorse and earn-' 
estly recommend to the consideration of the brethren, the wise 
and prudential counsels and suggestions embodied in his report. 

There are, however, certain subjects embraced in our Grand 
Master’s address which we deem worthy of special consideration, 
and to which we would respectfully call the attention of the 
Grand Lodge. 

Your committee heartily respond to the deep sorrow ex- 
pressed upon the announcement of the decease of our highly 
esteemed Past Grand Master, Hon. Robert Strange, and recom- 
mend that a special committee of three be appointed, with in- 
structions to report suitable resolutions expressive of the high 
appreciation by this Grand Lodge of the eminent virtues and 
services of the deceased, and of its unaffected sympathy with 
his bereaved family and friends. It is further recommended, 
that the enumeration of dispensations, issued during the past 
year, for the formation of new Lodges, together with the re- 
marks relating to the qualifications of petitioners, be referred to 
the committee on dispensations. 

On the subject of “ Irregularity in the Returns in Subordi- 
nate Lodges,” your committee deem the negligence on the part 
of so many Lodges as highly reprehensible, and we recommend 
that the subject be referred to a special attention of the com- 
mittee on Propositions and Grievances. 

The committee are impressed with the justice and importance 
of the remarks of our Grand Master, in reference to a revision 
of the Constitution and Bye-Laws of this Grand Lodge, and 
recommend that the subject be referred to a special committee 
of three, to report at the next session of this Grand Lodge. 
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The attention of your committee has been specially directed 
to the urgent recommendation of the Grand Master, that prompt 
and efficient action be taken for the relief of St. John's College, 
and in view of the magnitude and importance of this enterprise, 
we recommend that all matters appertaining to the College, be 
referred to a special committee of five. 

In reference to the difficulties existing among the Craft in 
New York, we recommend that the subject be referred to a spe- 
cial committee of three. , 

We recommend that that part of the address which refers to 
the appointment by the Grand Lodge, instead of by the Grand 
Master of one or more Grand Lecturers, be referred to the 
same committee recommended in this report to revise the Con- 
stitution and Bye-Laws of the Grand Lodge. 

Your committee being favorably impressed with the utility of 
arranging a digest of the Laws and Resolutions of the Grand 
Lodge now in force ; also of the propriety of employing some suit- 
able person or persons to prepare an historical sketch of the Order 
in this State, under the administration of the successive Grand 
Masters, since its organization to the present time, would re- 
commend that these subject matters be referred to a special com- 
mittee of three.

Bro. R. W. Lassiter, from the Board of Trustees of Saint 
John’s College, made the following report, which was received 
and referred to the committee On Saint John’s College : 

To the Most W r:shipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina : 

In obedience to a resolution of the Grand Lodge, calling upon 
the Trustees of St. John’s College, to make an annual report of 
their acts and proceedings in reference to the College, the fol- 
lowing is submitted, as containing the sentiment and feeling of 
the Board, as well as the principal acts which have been done 
by them. Soon after the close of the last Grand Lodge, the 
Board of Trustees met and continued in session for several days, 
and have held frequent meetings since that time, deliberating 
upon important measures appertaining to the interest of the 
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College ; and though unaided by the counsel and wisdom of the 
Trustees who resided beyond the immediate vicinity of Oxford, 
the Board have endeavored, by constant and faithful attention 
to every subject of interest to the f College, to adopt those mea- 
sures which would most likely accomplish the best results for 
the promotion of the great end — the speedy erection of the 
College building. And the plans adopted by the Board, are 
now laid before this Worshipful Grand Lodge, with the hope 
that they may meet the approbation and command the hearty 
co-operation and support of every good and true Mason in the 
State. Necessity required the Board to give immediate atten- 
tion to the payment of the balance of the purchase money for 
the College situation; which has been done, and the Board of 
Trustees have now a good title to the property, which is valua- 
ble on many accounts, and free from debt and incumbrance. 
Much has been done to push forward this great and benevolent 
enterprise, since the meeting of the Grand Lodge, and much 
more would have been done, could the Board have supplied 
agents for the eastern and western portions of the State, to fill 
the vacancies created by the resignation of Bros. Cherry and 
Blackmer, from whose services the Board had calculated upon 
much being done, during the past Masonic year, to aid the Trus- 
tees in advancing this great work. Being thus disappointed, 
the Board had no means of procuring agents for those sections, 
from whence much aid is expected. After some delay, and 
much time had passed by, which should have been improved and 
made available by active agents, the Board were fortunate in 
obtaining the services of Bro. R. C. Maynard, of Franklinton, 
wdio accepted the agency and devised his own plans of opera- 
tion, which are original, and have been attended with success 
beyond the expectation of the Board of Trustees ; and in our 
judgment, with the co-operation of the Masons throughout the 
State, he will be able to do much more than has already been 
done. But it is a matter of deep regret, that the most serious 
opposition our agent has met with, has been from a few Masons 
in North Carolina. 

For the past year, our agent has had many causes of depres- 
sion and embarrassment, in all of which the Board of Trustees 
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liave given him their profoundest sympathy, and now tender to 
him our grateful acknowledgments for his services. And we j 
ask the Grand Lodge to permit his report to be published in 
connection with this report now submitted by the Board of Trus- 
tees. The Board of Trustees are satisfied the College building 
will soon be commenced, and at no distant day be completed, 
though the length of time must depend, in a great measure, upon 
the promptness with which the fraternity will act, both in pay- 
ing up old subscriptions, and by making contributions upon a 
-scale of liberality corresponding to that contemplated by St. 
John’s College, which, if successful, will be useful in dispensing 
as much charity in education as any institution of the present 
age. The plan of education is as follows: That one hundred 
students shall be maintained and educated in the institution, free 
from any charge for board and tuition, perpetually; and that 
the said pupils will be selected by the Board, in such numbers 
as their means from time to time may justify. But it is under- 
stood that each Lodge of this State may select one pupil to be 
maintained and educated upon the terms aforesaid, upon the 
payment of one thousand dollars into the Treasury of the Board, 
or to a legally constituted agent of the Board. ' 

By a resolution of the last Grand Lodge, the Board of Trus- 
tees are required to report the most feasible plan for raising the 
necessary funds for the College. In the opinion of the Board 
of Trustees, more can be accomplished by good agents than by 
any other means.

To the Most Worshipful Grrand Lodge 

of the State of North Carolina : 

The Right Worshipful Grand Secretary, with his usual prompt- 
ness in the faithful discharge of the duties of his office, has laid 
before your committee the proceedings of the following 
Grand Lodges: Maine, Mississippi, Missouri, Texas, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Michigan, Connecticut, Ohio, Vermont, Oregon,, 
Rhode Island, New York, Indiana, Deleware, Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Illinois, Massachusetts, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Maryland, Florida, Alabama, District of 
Columbia, California, New Hampshire, Georgia, New Jersey, 
Minnesota. 

Among so many and voluminous proceedings, many of which 
are full of interest to the lover of the order, your Committee have 
turned with especial interest and pleasure to those of the Most 
Worshipful Grand Lodge of Minnesota, who now for the first 
time takes her high position among the Grand Lodges* That 
she is “ worthy and well qualified ” and will maintain that high 
position, your Committee find a full guaranty in the harmony 
and charity which pervade all her ranks. In accordance with 
resolutions adopted by the Lodges of the Territory, Delegates 
from three Lodges met at St. Pauls on the 23d February, 1853, 
a constitution, rules and resolutions were adopted ; Brother A* 
V E. Ames was elected Most Worshipful Grand Master. In the 
name of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina, 
your Committee present her most cordial salutations to our 
youngest sister. 

The difficulties which have so long opposed the peace and 
prosperity of Masonry in New York, so far from being removed, 
are continually increasing. The confused condition of Masonry 
in New York, so much to be deplored, has been so fully and 
repeatedly brought to the notice of this Grand Lodge, that your 
Committee deem that little of interest and nothing of good can 
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be effected by dilating upon it now. It would be but reiterating 
our own shame to declare over again the state of confusion 
which runs riot there, and they beg in sadness to be discharged 
from any further consideration of the matter, with the expres- 
sion of most sincere regret that they cannot congratulate our 
brethren of that jurisdiction, this Most Worshipful Grand Lodge, 
and Masonry throughout the world, that there is any immediate 
prospect of restoration to order ; yet your Committee feel call- 
ed upon, on account of the high consideration entertained by 
this Grand Lodge for the Grand Lodge of the State of New 
York, of which Most Worshipful Reuben H. Walworth is Grand 
Master, to lay before you the following communication : 

New York, March 16, A. L, 5854. 

To the B. Worshipful Wm . T. Bain, Grand Secretary of the M. W. Grand 

Lodge of F. and A. Masons of the State of North Carolina : 

Dear Sir and Brother : 

The great difficulties under which it has been the misfortune of our 
Grand Lodge to labor, for the past few years, in consequence of unwarrant- 
able interferences with our jurisdictional rights, induced our Grand Body, 
at its last general convocation, to adopt the preamble and resolutions which 
are hereto appended, and to appoint a special committee, consisting of the 
undersigned, to see their behests carried into effect. 

In pursuance of the resolutions,, you are now addressed, and are respect- 
fully requested to place the matter before your Grand Lodge, for such ac- 
tion as it shall deem proper and right. 

Your Committee earnestly hope that the result of the deliberations of 
your Grand Lodge, will be favorable to the views expressed in the first 
resolution inclosed, and that any disregard of your and our territorial rights, 
will be promptly punished by the infliction of the high Masonic penalty of 
non-communication upon the offending body. 

You will please communicate the action of your Grand Lodge to Brother 
It. D. Holmes, Chairman of the Committee.

W . Brother Holmes offered the following preambles and resolutions which 
were read and adopted : 

“ Whereas, It has long been a cause of great regret to all good Masons in 
the several Masonic jurisdictions of the United States, but now especially 
to those residing within the territory governed by this Grand Lodge, that 
a foreign sister Grand Lodge should have deemed it proper to issue a war- 
rant for the organization of a subordinate Lodge in this cityj 
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“ Axd whereas, This Grand Lodge does not desire to give an expression 
of its sentiments with reference to the motives which dictated the act of the 
sister Grand Lodge referred to, but vet deems it necessary and right that 
measures of a stringent character should be taken to preserve inviolate the 
absolute and sole control of each Grand Lodge in these United States, 
without any interference, whether of a foreign or domestic kind, with its 
generally accorded and proper jurisdiction; 

“ Therefore , Resolved , That it is just and proper that an expression of the 
sentiments of our sister Grand Lodges in these States with reference to this 
important question, should be obtained, which shall.be couched in temper- 
ate, yet in firm language, declaring that any such interference with any 
one of our Grand Lodges, by a foreign or domestic sister Grand Lodge, 
shall be deemed an interference unjust and unwarrantable in its character, 
and shall act as a suspension of all Masonic intercourse between ail the 
Grand Lodges in these United States, and the sister Lodge so offending ; 
which suspension shall only cease with the cessation of such interference, 
and the recision of the assumed power of such offending Lodge. 

44 Further Resolved , That for the purpose of obtaining such an expression 
of opinion from our sister domestic Grand Lodges, a Committee of Three 
shall be appointed, who shall immediately open a correspondence with such 
Grand Lodges ; whose duty it shall be to report all their proceedings and 
correspondence to this Grand Lodge, at its next June Communication, at 10 
o’clock, a. m., of the Thursday of such Communication. ”

M. W. Grand Lodge of the State of New York.

The opinion of this Grand Lodge has repeatedly been express- 
ed, unhesitatingly condemning in the strongest terms such inter- 
ference, as entirely unwarrantable and unjustifiable. The very 
able Committee on Foreign Correspondence of this Grand 
Lodge, of which our present Most Morshipful Grand Master 
was Chairman, and whose opinion has ever been most justly 
held by this Grand Lodge in the highest consideration, at the 
last annual Communication, says, “Every Grand Lodge in 
America ought to remonstrate in the most decided and unequiv- 
ocal terms against this intrusion of her pretensions to jurisdic- 
tion in territory already occupied by another Grand Lodge, no 
matter of what kind of persons these Lodges were to be com- 
posed. The Grand Master of New York did remonstrate 
against the course about to be pursued by the Grand Master of 
Hamburg, in a kind and brotherly manner. He, however, justi- 
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fied, (or rather attempted to do so) his course, on the ground that 
these Lodges were composed of German subjects ; we suppose 
German emigrants. This attempt at justification, in the opin- 
ion of your Committee, is a miserable subterfuge, a mere 
quibble, unworthy the high functionary who lias resorted to it. 
Once admit the fact that he had the right to charter Pythagoras 
Lodge because that Lodge was composed of native Germans, 
and the door is opened for almost every Grand Master in Eu- 
rope to assume Masonic jurisdiction in the United States. The 
disastrous results of such a course are too palpable to need 
pointing out. ” Your Committee concur in the expression oi 
these sentiments, but on account of the importance of the mat- 
ter of this circular, they recommend that it be referred to g 
special Committee for action at this Communication. 

The Deputy Grand Master, Hyam, of California, in his report 
alludes to an evil of great magnitude, which has and continues to 
work oppressively upon the Lodges in that State and throughout 
the Masonic jurisdiction in all the new States and Territories. 
It is one which demands of the order in all the old States im- 
mediate attention and prompt correction. He says, “ I deem it 
my imperative duty to direct your special attention to the accumu- 
lation of ‘ young Masons ’ in this State, made on the Atlantic 
side, but more especially in the Western portion* where they 
have been made with railroad dispatch for the California market/ ' 
He quotes from a letter which says, “ Masonry is flourishing 
here furiously, but I tremble for the result. It is one thing to 
grow in strength and beauty, like the towering oak, to live for 
ages, and when time shall be no more, to die a glorious death ; 
and quite another thing to spring up like a garden weed, grow- 
ing rank and luxuriant for a brief space, then wither and die, 
without having accomplished a single desirable thing. Masonry 
here is too much like a garden weed ; petitions come pouring 
in, and “cases of emergency, ” are as frequent as mushrooms 
after a moist night in April ; and under one pretext and another, 
men are made Masons, who will never add anything to the credit 
of Masonry. At present the California fever is raging, and 
some twenty are “up” for California in February, and all 
“cases of emergency.” Was it ever contemplated to make 
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Masons by the wholesale in that way, admitting them to be worthy? 

Is it not abusing a license Ihat has received a wider and wider 
latitude as Masonry has begun to prosper (or rather been pros- 
pering ?) I think so. Then, again, there are evils from crowding 
matters* It causes undue excitement in the Lodge room and 
interferes with the good old plan of balloting ; for I know of 
departures having been made that ought not to have been, from 
old established rules. It is a matter of notorious and stubborn 
fact, that for the last three years thousands of new made Masons 
from older States have found their Way to this new State, and with 
very few exceptions, have not been in a position, after due 
trial ” to gain admittance in our Lodges, and when inquired of 
why such should exist, have declared that they were made within 
two nights of leaving home. I found the same evil existing 
during my sojourn in Panama, in the Fall of 1850. The injury 
to these persons, if it only rested with them, I would not have 
touched on ; but I must ask the question, if it is correct that 
Masons should be made by the wholesale, the funds derived 
thereby benefitting the Lodges wherein they were received, and 
we, in this State to have to bear the heat and burden of extend- 
ing the benevolence, to the illimitable extent we have to these 
same persons, without having derived one cent of the money ? 
It is an appalling yet true statement, when I inform you that 
from the best and most authentic information I have been ena- 
bled to procure in this State, but one instance of charity has 
ever presented itself to a Lodge, under our jurisdiction^ that 
was a member thereof ; but invariably of either no lodge or a 
a new made brother from the East side of Sierra Nevada, who, 
with a certificate of withdrawal in his pocket, found it an easy 
matter to receive the aid and comfort necessary to enable him 
to recruit his broken constitution and health, incidental on his 
wearisome journey. ” 

Your Committee, in reviewing the late difficulties in Califor- 
nia, growing out of the action of the Grand Master in making 
a Mason after he had been regularly rejected by a Lodge, and 
which has given rise to much discussion in the Masonic world, 
are pleased to see the true spirit of Masonry, tempered with 
conciliation and charity, which rules the action of the Order in 
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California on this subject. This very important matter was refer- 
red to a special committee of Past Masters who made the follow- 
ing report: 

“ Whereas, Difficulties have arisen between the Grand Master of Masons 
of the State of California and the Grand Lodge, mainly from the fact of 
the Grand Master having made a man a Mason afte~ he had been regularly 
rejected by a Lodge, and which making, owing to the difficulties which 
have grown out of it, the Grand Master regrets, and, whereas, no good can 
grow out of a further agitation of this matter, be it therefore 

Resolved , That so much of the Grand Master's address which goes to the 
discussion of the above subject, as well as every other part appertaining 
thereto, calculated to produce discord and confusion, be omitted. 

Resolved , That while the Committee recommend, and even urge the above 
course for the sake of promoting brotherly love and harmony, they claim to 
be heard in Grand Lodge on the question of the power and prerogatives 
of Grand Masters of Masons. 

Resolved , That the Committee desires and recommends the cultivation of 
fraternal love and affection between this Grand Lodge and its Grand 
Master. 

The Grand Master’s address is a highly interesting paper. 
It is characterized by boldness and spirit, and a familiarity with 
Masonic principles ; and to judge of the man by his works the 
order in California will derive profit in the observance of the 
recommendation in the foregoing resolutions. 

Some Grand Lodges complain through their Committees of 
Foreign Correspondence, of a failure to receive the proceedings 
of other Grand Lodges, and among them, those of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina. The Committee on Foreign Corres-, 
pondence of the Grand Lodge of Connecticut in mentioning a 
small number of proceedings which they miss from their files, 
among them those of North Carolina, says, “ We sincerely 
regret the failure, which has deprived us of these interesting 
returns, inasmuch as we are accustomed to look to some of them 
for much valuable information, nor have we heretofore looked in 
vain. ” We hope our Brethren will hereafter have no cause to 
complain of a failure to receive those of this Grand Lodge. 
Your Committee have derived much information and pleasure in 
the perusal of the very able report of the Committee of the 
Grand Lodge of Connecticut, of which Brother Wm. Storer is 
Chairman. 

The formation of a General Grand Lodge is still agitated in 
the different Grand Lodges, but there does not seem to be so 
great unanimity in its favor as formerly. Your Committee regret 
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exceedingly to notice tlie practice of some of the Grand Lodges 
of publishing the names of rejected candidates for Masonic 
honors with a particular description of their persons, place of 
residence and occupation. It is uncharitable and productive of 
evil thus hastily to deal with those who are expelled or suspended. 
But thus to deal with those who are merely rejected surely has 
no Masonic warrant. While on this subject, your Committee 
would advert to another practice which ought to be dispensed 
with. They allude to the publication of the names of Brethren 
on trials for offences before subordinate Lodges, with specific 
details of the charges and proof — no good can result, but the 
shame of their conduct must attach to the order in general. 

The Most Worshipful Grand Master of the State of Mississippi, 
in his annual address and the Grand Secretary in his report, show 
a most favorable condition of the order in that State. The 
Grand Master says that the order numbers nearly ten thousand, 
which is perhaps, as large a number in proportion to the popula- 
tion as that of any other State in the Union. 

The Grand Master of Texas congratulates the order on the aus- 
picious circumstances which surround it in that flourishing State. 
He says, “ In December, 1837, the Grand Lodge of the Repub- 
lic of Texas was organized by the Delegates of three subordinate 
Lodges, holding charters from the Grand Lodge of Louisiana, of 
those Lodges two are now in existence. Their delegates are now 
sitting in council with the representatives of ninety-two Lodges, 
while in our jurisdiction three thousand Masons are engaged in the 
noble works of charity. Nothing has ever occurred to mar the 
harmony of this Lodge. Its members and subordinates have 
ever kept the “ good of Masonry ” in view and have labored with 
reference to that single object. The number of the Lodges on 
our register or of their members is not the only evidence of the 
prosperity of our institutions. Though thousands have knocked 
at our portals for admittance, they have been rigidly guarded 
against the incoming of the unworthy. We present this truly 
beautiful Masonic picture in contrast to the unsightly and de- 
plorable condition of affairs in many of the other States. 

Your Committee find the reports of the Committees on Foreign 
^Correspondence full of discussions of Masonic principles, many 
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of them in bad temper and taste, and most of which they regard ^ 
as now well settled. Some of the reports of sister Grand Lodges 
are criticised in most palpable nnmasonic spirit. “ To call the 
attention of the Grand Lodge to such subjects of foreign interest 
in other jurisdictions as their importance demands,’' which is so 
well laid down in the report of your Committee at the last annual 
Communication of this Grand Lodge, as the duties of such Com- 
mittees, seems to have been most foreign to the views of some. 

From a review of all the proceedings before us, the order is 
still in a most flourishing condition, so far as new members con- 
duce to that end ; but we must say that we do not find sufficient 
evidence of the practical charities of our Institution. We need 
not show to the world, but to ourselves we should show, the most 
unmistakable evidence, that our professions are founded on true 
principles. Your Committee apologise for the imperfect manner 
an which they have discharged their duties.

To the 31ost Worshipful Grrand Lodge of North Carolina : 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations would most 
respectfully submit the following report, to-Avit : That they have 
examined the bye-laws, proceedings and work of the follow- 
ing Lodges, working under Dispensation, viz : Rocky River, 
Chatham County ; Yadkin, Yadkinsville ; Mt. Airy, Surry, 
county; Beaumont, Chatham county; Deep River Mills, Ran- 
dolph county; Emmaus, Chatham county; Archer, Johnson 
county; St. Pauls, Beatty’s Bridge, Bladen county, and Winston, 
Forsythe county ; and the bye-laws of Pleasant Hill Lodge, 
Alamance county; the proceedings of Blackmer Lodge, Bun- 
combe county, and the simple application for a charter from 
Shallow Ford Lodge, Alamance county. 

Your committee are happy to be able to report that there 
seems in the aggregate to be a manifest improvement in the 
Lodges working under dispensations ; yet there are many inac- 
curacies, both in the bye-laws and work of nearly all the Lodges 
under dispensations, the bye-laws conflicting with the laws of 
the Grand Lodge, which we have marked so that the Lodges 
may correct, and in their proceedings and work they follow the 
practice, (with one ' or two exceptions,) of receiving petitions, 
balloting for candidates, and conferring degrees at the satne 
meeting, which is a direct violation of a great fundamental 
principle of Ancient Craft Masonry and the Laws of this Grand 
Lodge, which practice Ave trust will be abandoned by all Lodges 
under this jurisdiction, but yet, if Ave were to apply the strict 
old English rules, we would not only refuse to Charter new 
Lodges, but Avould be compelled to take aAvay the Chartersfrom 
the old ones. 

But under all the circumstances we would respectfully re- 
commend that Charters be granted to the folloAving Lodges :

To the Most WorsMpful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 

Your Committee would beg leave most respectfully to state 
that they have had under consideration that part of the Most 
AYorshipful Grand Master’s address in which he refers to the 
condition and prospects of St. John’s College, together with the 
report of the Board of Trustees, setting forth facts, and suggest- 
ing plans for future operations in reference to said College, of 
an highly interesting character, and after mauire and patient 
investigation of the same, submit the following as their report : 

Your committee take it for granted that the members of this 
Grand Lodge, and of the Fraternity throughout the State, are 
sufficiently aware of the great importance, and we might add 
•urgent necessity, of a successful prosecution of the laudable 
enterprise, for which the honor and reputation of Masonry in 
North Carolina have been pledged- — and that they will heartily 
concur in the adoption of such means as will most Jikely secure 
this result. 

It is true that much remains to be done before this great and 
glorious enterprise is matured, but of one thing we are assured, 
that if the hearts and hands of the entire Fraternity in North 
Carolina alone, are united, the time is not far distant, when, at 
the sound of the gavel, the corner stone of St. John’s College 
shall be pronounced “well tried, true v and trusty,” and whe% 
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in the name of Masonry, patriotism and humanity, there shall 
be presented to the world an Institution whose ends and aims are 
alike honorable to the wisdom that devised, and the munificent 
liberality that consummated so noble an undertaking. Hoping 
that these sentiments will meet with a hearty response from the 
entire craft — we deem it only necessary for this Grand Lodge to 
point out the best means — and we feel assured that the subprdin- 
ate Lodges will cheerfully extend their fraternal co-operation 
for the accomplishment of the object. To this end, your com- 
mittee present the following suggestions and recommendations 
for the consideration of the Grand Lodge: 1st. And first in 
reference to the suggestion of our Most Worshipful Grand 
Master, to organize for the time being, a Preparatory School, 
inferior in its standard of scholarship to that contemplated for 
the College proper, we beg leave, with the utmost respect for 
his opinion, and high appreciation of his zeal, for the interests 
of the College, to differ as to the expediency of the suggestion. 

We believe, so far as our information extends, that where 
this plan has been adopted, if it has not proved fatal, it has at 
least greatly retarded and impaired the usefulness of similar 
institutions. The success of a College depends much upon its 
standard of scholarship. If its standard is known to be high, 
the College will attract attention and command patronage ; and 
we fear that the organization of a mere school, though intended 
to continue but a short time, will operate disparagingly to the 
character of the College, and attach to it an odium which will 
long remain, and be difficult to remove. Such is the opinion 
of your -committee in reference to this matter, which they re- 
spectfully submit for the consideration of the Grand Lodge. 

2d. From the frequent failures of the appointed meetings of 
the Board of Trustees, your committee would urgently appeal 
to those Trustees residing beyond the limits of Oxford to attend 
the, meetings of the Board, and by their counsel and encourage- 
ment, to strengthen the hands of those upon whom has hitherto 
been imposed the responsibility of attending to the affairs of 
the College. But in order to prevent a repetition of the fail- 
ure of the meetings alluded to, we recommend that additional 
Trustees be appointed. 
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3d. We recommend that Bro. Maynard be continned as an 
agent of the College, and that the Trustees be empowered to 
employ such other agents as they may deem advisable. 

4th. Your Committee would take this opportunity of remind- 
ing the Masters of Lodges of their existing appointment as 
Agents for St. John’s College, and most earnestly appeal to 
them to adopt more active and efficient steps for the successful 
prosecution of their agency. 

5th. Your Committee further recommend that the travelling 
and local agents be authorized to raise funds for the benefit of 
the College on either or all of the following plans : — First, By 
absolute donations. Second, By the sale of perpetual scholar- 
ships for board and tuition on the payment of one thousand 
dollars. Third, By the sale of scholarships limited to twenty 
years, for tuition alone, on the payment of one hundred dollars. 

6th. We also recommend that this Grand Lodge pay annual- 
ly to the Treasurer of St. John’s College whatever surplus 
funds shall remain after defraying its necessary expenses and 
meeting its appropriations. 

The foregoing financial schemes are recommended by your 
committee for the purpose of bringing the whole subject before 
the Grand Lodge, hoping that in a spirit of harmony and co- 
operation, their united wisdom may devise the best plan for the 
attainment of the object which, we trust, we all so earnestly 
covet. 

7th. Your committee also recommend that the report of the 
Trustees of St. John’s College, together with the report of the 
agent annexed, be adopted. 

In conclusion, your committee would remark that we are 
aware that apprehensions have been entertained, and even 
doubts expressed as to the final success of St. John’s College ; 
but brethren, such things ought not to be. These doubts and 
forebodings fall heavily on the spirits of those who from the 
inception of this enterprise to the present time, have battled 
faithfully against the disappointments and difficulties which 
have encompassed them, and who have expended liberally their 
time and means for its success. We think that in the 
minds of all true and devoted Masons, with such a cause as this 
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to impel them, there is no room to harbour a doubt. Let our 
united resolve then, be to go to work, and when once at work 
to keep working until our most sanguine hopes are abundantly 
realized. So mote it be.

Bro. Wm. K. Blake, from the select committee on the death 
of P. G. Master, Robt. Strange, made the following report^ 
which was adopted ; and on motion the Grand Secretary was 
directed to have the report published in three of the newspapers 
of Raleigh, and a copy sent to the family of the deceased. 

The select committee, to whom was referred so much of the 
annual communication of the Most Worshipful Grand Master, 
as relates to the death of Past Grand Master Hon. Robert 
Strange, have taken the same into consideration, and most re- 
spectfully report : 

In recording upon the journals of the Grand Lodge, the de- 
cease of this distinguished man and Mason, the officers and 
brethren assembled, cannot refrain from mingling with the re- 
cord, an expression of their high appreciation of liis exalted 
virtues, rare , ability and extensive usefulness. Endowed by 
nature with superior talents, 'sound judgment and discriminating 
mind, he applied all his intellectual and moral resources to the 
correct performance of the duties of life, and was essentially a 
brilliant, useful, practical and efficient man in every department 
in which he was placed. 

Selected by his fellow-citizens, at different times, to fill various 
Legislative, Civil and Military offices in the State, he justified 
the confidence reposed in him, by a conscientious and faithful 
discharge of duty. Blending mild dignity and courtesy, with 
firmness and decision, in liis official station, he won the admira- 
tion, and commanded the respect and confidence of all with 
whom he had intercourse. 

As a member of our ancient and honorable fraternity, he was 
peculiarly distinguished among the craft. Early initiated into 
the Order, he occupied various posts of honor, until he attained 
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the distinguished rank of Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina. 

Of the noblest impulses, and with a sensibility alive to the 
tenderest charities of the Order, his influence was ever exerted 
to cement those ties which unite the sons of Masonry into one 
common brotherhood ; and when twice elevated to the rank of 
Grand Master, he fulfilled its obligations, and discharged its 
duties with a dignity, impartiality and propriety of conduct, 
which conciliated the regard, and secured for him the love and 
esteem of the whole fraternity. Thus surrounded by friends 
and admirers, possessed of the most commendable qualities of 
heart and mind, and happy in all the relations of life, he was 
universally honored and beloved ; but disease came, and death 
demanded his victim. No more shall our Masonic temples be 
graced by his presence. No more shall the brotherhood be 
stimiilated to deeds of love and charity by words of encourage- 
ment from his lips. No more shall the hearts of the distressed 
and needy be gladdened by benefactions bestowed by his hand. 

Alas ! brethren, how difficult, bow almost impossible to real- 
ize it ! Every true-hearted Mason must feel a shock in this 
disruption of the ties that bound him to us. But let us learn 
wisdom from his death, and while we do honor to his memory, 
and mourn his loss, let us remember that we too must die. 
Therefore, be it, 

Resolved , By the Grand Lodge of North Carolina, that we 
deeply sympathize with thte fraternity throughout the State, in 
the loss they have sustained by the death of our brother, Past 
Grand Master, Hon. Robert Strange, and they hereby tender 
to his family and friends their heartfelt condolence in their se- 
vere bereavement.. 

Resolved , That while his long, useful and laborious life was 
devoted, in many distinguished positions, to the honor and in- 
terests of his State, his public and private virtues were bright 
illustrations of the noble objects and elevated principles of 
Masonry. 

Resolved , That white we let fall the sympathetic tear for the 
loss of so distinguishdd a citizen, and so good and-true a Ma- 
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son, we bow in humble submission to the will of Him, in whom 
we repose our hope beyond the grave. 

Resolved , That the brethren throughout the State be request- 
ed to wear the usual badge of mourning for the space of thirty 
days ; that the Grand Secretary be directed to enter this Pre- 
amble and Resolutions on the minutes of this Grand Lodge, and 
that a copy be transmitted to his family, under the seal of the 
Grand Lodge of this State.

To the Most Worshipf ul Q-rand Master of the 

Grand Lodge of the State of, North Carolina : 

In the absence of the Chairman of the Committee appointed 
by yourself, on the subject of education, Rev. Jas, Reid, it be- 
comes our duty to report that we have had the subject under 
consideration. 

Notwithstanding the members of the Grand Lodge have been 
called on for information, we regret to state that but two im- 
perfect reports have been laid before your committee touching 
the Schools of subordinate Lodges, to- wit : One by Bro., Jas. C. 
Norman, of Mt, Airy Lodge, reports for Germanton Lodge, No. 
116, in which he states that there are employed in that Insti- 
tute,- one Principal, and two assistant Teachers who are giving; 
instruction to about 70 students. The other report is from Bro. 
Joseph Green, G. J. Warden, who reports the Black Rock Male 
and Female Academy of Black Rock Lodge, No. 135, as num- 
bering about 50 scholars, and as being generally in a flourishing 
condition. 

Your committee have a verbal report that the school at Rox- 
boro is suspended for the present year. 

At the last annual communication of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, the committee on education reported returns 
from five schools under the following Lodges, viz ; Germanton

Lodge, No. 116 ; Black Rock Lodge, No. 135 ; Person Lodge, 
No. 113; King Solomon’s Lodge, No. 138 ; St. John’s Lodge, 
No. 110 ; all of which were commended, together with the cause 
of Education, to “the warm approbation and encouragement of 
the fraternity throughout the State.” 

Your committee regret to report, that they fear the cause of

The undersigned, appointed a Committee to investigate the 
returns of subordinate Lodges, beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report: We had under consideration the annual returns of 
eighty-two Lodges. We are happy to report in the main a great 
improvement in the correctness of returns — the larger number 
of Lodges being only deficient in a few unimportant particulars.

The report on Propositions and Grievances was called up and 
read, and after some amendments, it was adopted : 

The Committee on Propositions and Grievances beg leave to 
report : That they have examined the case of Brother Samuel 
Rainy, suspended* by Greensboro’ Lodge, No. 76. We find 
some irregularity in the proceedings, viz : That the accused 
was notified by a committee, instead of the Secretary, as the 
By-Laws of this Grand Lodge require, notwithstanding we re- 
commend that the action of Greensboro Lodge be confirmed. 

In answer to the first question of Greensboro Lodge, viz : 
Can a mason be arraigned and tried for unmasonic conduct 
generally ? Your committee are of opinion that he cannot. 

In answer to the second question,‘viz : Can Rainy now before 
the expiration of the term of his suspension be brought before 
the Lodge for unmasonic conduct during the term of his sus- 
pension ! We answer he cannot. 

In the case of Brother Martin Hanks, indefinitely suspended 
by Columbus Lodge, No. 102, your committee are of opinion 
that a less degree of punishment might have had a better effect 
in reforming tlic Brother. 

In the case of Brother T. T. Bains, expelled from Morning 
Star Lodge, No. 85, your committee find an irregularity, viz : 
That he was notified by a Brother appointed for the purpose, 
instead of the Secretary, as the By-Laws require. We recom- 
mend that the action of the Lodge be sustained. 

In the case of Ellis D. Gady, expelled from Kilwinning 
Lodge, No. 64, the proceedings are regular and the action of 
that Lodge ought to be sustained. 
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In the cases of W. B. Ham, Randal Gilchrist and C. E. Me- 
Iver, expelled by a committee purporting to be of Phoenix 
Lodge, No. 8, your committee are at a loss what action they 
should take, as the proceedings in the cases are only the pro- 
ceedings of a committee and not of the Lodge, nor is there any 
evidence before your committee that this committee was ap- 
pointed by Phoenix Lodge. If the proceedings had in the 
above cases are intended to be the proceedings of Phoenix 
Lodge, No. 8, your committee would recommend that the cases 
be returned to Phoenix Lodge, with instructions from your 
Grand Body, that members of Lodges must be arraigned and 
tried by the Lodge- and not by a committee, and that the trial 
should be conducted according to the constitution and By-Laws 
of this Grand Lodge. 

In the case of E. M. Elliott, expelled fronl Carolina Lodge, 
No. 141, your committee arc of opinion that Brother E. M. 
Elliott ought to be restored to the rights and benefits of- mason- 
ry, for two reasons: 1st, The trial was conducted while the 
Lodge was at refreshment, and your committee have no evi- 
dence that any of the officers of the Lodge were present ; and, 
2d, your committee arc of opinion that the charges were insuffi- 
cient and not sustained. 

In the case of Henry A. King, expelled from Wake Eorest 
Lodge, No. 97, yourcommittee recommend that the action of 
that Lodge be confirmed. 

In the case of Thomas Young, expelled from Holly Spring, 
the action of the Lodge ought to be confirmed. 

In the case of J. C. Smyth, expelled from Catawba Valley 
Lodge, No. 100, we recommend that the action of the Lodge 
be confirmed. 

In the case of the Rev’d Thales McDonald, expelled from 
Fulton Lodge, No. 99, your committee find the proceedings 
regular, and would recommend that the action of that Lodge 
be sustained. 

In the case of Brother Rhodes, expelled from Chalmers 
Lodge, we recommend that the action of that Lodge be sus- 
tained. 
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In the ease of Eli .Olive suspended by Fellowship Lodge, No. 
84, your committee are of opinion that the charges were not 
sustained, aud that the 'proceedings were in violation of the 
16th section, article 4th, of the By-Laws of this. Grand Lodge* 
requiring a vote of two-tliirds, we therefore recommend that he 
be restored.
